I have received numerous complaints from community members regarding safety issues on South Venice 
and Dell. I have attached an email thread along with photographs of the location, which displays the 
amount of bulky items that have accumulated. 

OWB HOPE officers were on site today and advised that the structure in the photograph below is a shower 
that was built by one of the homeless individuals on site. In addition, a large medical bed can also bee 
seen. 

The neighborhood recycling bins are also being stolen and the site has accumulated approximately 6-8 blue 
recycling bins, which are being used to store recyclables. 

I would greatly appreciate the assistance of the CARE+ team to address the bulky items and to provide 
outreach. Also, if you could send me the dates and location of the hygiene trailer in Venice, I'll share with 
the homeless individuals in the area.

Dear Pacific Division and Councilman Bonin's office: 

I am becoming increasingly concerned about the encampment that is growing at an alarming rate on South Venice 
Blvd near Dell Ave and North Venice Blvd near Mildred Ave. These encampments present serious safety and 
accessibility issues since the encampments are blocking the sidewalks on South Venice and on North Venice the 
encampment is even overflowin g out onto the street and blockin g the left lane of traffic . 

I am an 8 year Venice resident and these are the most significant encampments I have seen in these areas. I am also 
an attorney with Ashurst LLP (we have over 1,600+ attorneys worldwide). We recently set up a Venice presence on 
Ocean Front Walk and 24th Ave. 

We would like to stay in Venice, but with these encampments I am becoming increasingly concerned for the safety of 
our staff. 

I understand LAPD recently increased night patrols on Ocean Front Walk. I would like to request ni g ht patrols on 
South Venice between Ocean Front Walk and Abbot Kinney Blvd, since this is a frequently used pedestrian 
thoroughfare which now goes through the encampments described above. 

Please advise as to providing these patrols and addressing the encampment issues.
